ROMANCE OF A NAME. 


Hugh 
W illiam s 
and 
a 
Rem arkable 
Series of Coincidences. 
Names have figured frequently in co­ 
incidences. one of the most remarkable 
cases being that recorded of ti series of 
men named Hugh Williams, whose es­ 
capes from shipwreck are recorded by 
an English chronicler. 
On Dec. 5, 1604, according to this au­ 
thority. the English ship Menia was 
crossing the strait of Dover and cap­ 
sized in a gale. Of the eighty-one pas­ 
sengers on board one was saved 
name was Hugh Williams. 
On the same day of the same month 
in 1785 a pleasure boat was wrecked 
on the Isle of Man. 
There were sixty 
persons on the boat, among them one 
Hugh Williams and his family. Of the 
threescore none but old Hugh Williams 
survived the shock. 
On Aug. 5, % 1820, a picnicking party 
on the Thames was run down by a 
coni barge. There were twenty-five of 
the picnickers, mostly children under 
twelve years of age. Little Hugh Wil­ 
liams, a visitor from Liverpool, only 
five years old, was the only one who 
was saved. 
Now comes the most singular part of 
this singular story. On Aug. IO. 1889, a 
coal laden craft, with nine men, foun­ 
dered In th" North sen. 
Two of the 
men. each of whom was named Hugh 
Williams, aa uncle and nephew, were 
rescued by some fishermen and were 
the only men of the "row who lived to 
tell of the calamity.—Scrap Book.

North Fourth street, on the farm of 
Philipp Fitting, eleven miles south j 
of La Crescent. 
When 
his 
father I 
stepped into the barn, where the boy : 
was working for the farm er, the lad 1 
seemed pleased to se him, and said , 
that after he had got over the first 
fright he was figuring on coming 
back home, anyway. 
He accompani­ 
ed his father to La Crosse, telling him 
the complete story of the shooting 
and of his Hight during the trip, and 
when he reached here the story was 
repeated to Chief of Police Byrne. 
From his story of the affair, it is 
obvious a case of simple accident, 
and the boy was assured there would 1 
I be no prosecution. 
He promised he 
would go to see Mrs. Orton, m other 
of the victim, with his father, and 
explain the details of the shooting to 
her. 
He then, returned, home with 
his father for the night. 
Boy’s Story. 
“ I went hunting alone and took 
my shotgun and six shells. 
I met 
some other boys, and we built a fire 
in the bottoms below the button fac­ 
tory.” 
He said they were all sitting 
around the fire, and some of the boys 
with air guns had started to shoot 
; at a can in the water. 
He loaded 
and cocked his shotgun, to shoot at 
the can. hut it sunk before he could 
get a shot at it. 
He forgot to un­ 
cock or unload the gun. and was 
standing with the stock resting upon 
the ground, holding it by the barrel, 
when it exploded. 
The Orton boy 
fell with a cry and Haley says he 
thought he was ‘ fooling" until he 
went to him and saw blood stream ­ 
ing from his breast. 
Ile then ran 
some while the other boyg scattered. 
He put up his gun and ran to the 
I north side railroad yards, where he 
I caught a S. M. train to La Crescent.

Machinery T h a t Wac Used In Building 
the Pyramids. 
Hoisting machines were used in both 
Assyria and Egypt G.000 or more years 
ago. 
In order to hoist the great 
stones of the pyramids some form of 
derrick was employed. 
Probably the 
first construction was that which is 
now known to mechanics as the shear 
legs. 
This is made of two great tim- j 
liers tied together in the form of a 
capital A, the two ends resting on the 
ground and a rope boing run over and 
attached at the top. 
With one of these the pryamtd build­ 
ers could have raised largo stones step I 
by stop, which was doubtless their 
method. 
We can imagine we see tho 
great A frame leaning over an incline 
of perhaps fifty degrees with a block 
of stone tied on. 
Then a great crowd 
of men get hold of the rope on the j 
opposite side. perhaps assisted by some I 
draft oxen, and all stralu and pull until 
the A frame stands erect and the stone j 
is swung iii* into the air, where it can I 
be pushed into the desired place. 
Such a contrivance could lie used to j 
lift stones six or eight feet, which was 
sufficient for the construction of the I 
first pyramid.
